Tapers, Candleſiicks and Paſons, ſtall before the ſaid 
day be removed and taken away from the Communion 
Table in every ſuch Church, Chappel), or other place 
of publike Prayers and neither the ſame, -norany ſuch 
ike ſhall be uſed about the ſame at any-time' after the 
ſaid days And that all. Crucihxes, Crofles, and all 
Images and Pictures of any one or more Perfons of the 
Trinity, or of the. Virgin Mz7y, and all. other Jmages 
and Pictures of Saints; or: ſuperſtitious Inſcriptions an 
or upon all and every the ſaid Churches or Chappells 
or Other places of phbhke Prayer, Church-yardt, oy - 
other places ro anythe ſaid Churches and Chappels or 
other place ofpublike Prayer bclonging, or in any; ON 
LSE the;

ther open place, ſhall before the ſaid firſt day of Novem- 
ber be taken away and defaced, and none of the like 
hereafter permitted in any ſuch Church or Chappell, 
or other places as aforeſaid. 

And beit further Ordained,that all and every fach re- 
movall of the ſaid Alrars, Tables of ſtone, Commu- 
nion Tables, Tapers, Candleſticks and Baſons, Cru- 
cifixes and crolles, Images and Pictures as aforeſaid, 
taking away of the ſaid Rayls, levelling of the faid 
grounds, ſhall be done and performed, and the Walls, 
Windows, Grounds, and other places which ſhall be 
broken, impaired oraltered by any the means afore- 
ſaid,ſhall be made up and repaired in good aud ſucffitent 
manner in all and every of the ſaid Paniſh-churches or 
 Chappels, or uſuall places of publike Prayer belong- 
ing to any Pariſh, by the Church-warden, or Church- 
wardens of every ſuch Pariſh forthe time being reſpe- 
tively; and 1nany Cathedrall or Collegiate Church or 
chappell by the Dean or Sub-Dean , or other chiefe 
Officer of every ſuch Church or Chappell for the time 
being 3 And in the Univerſities, by rhe ſeverall Heads 
and governors of every Cn or Hall reſpettive- 
ly 3 and in the ſeverall Innes of Court, by the Berchers 
and Readers of every of the ſame refpectively, at the 
coſt and charges of all and every ſuch Perſon or per- 
ſons, Body Politick or corporrte, or Pariſhioners of e- 
very Pariſh reſpectively, to whom the charge of the 
repaire of any fuchChurch, Chappell, Chancell,or place 
of publike Prayer, or other part of ſuch Church or 
Chappell, or v0 of publike Prayer doth, ox ſhall be-

by this Ordnance, from, na afrerthe {aid firlt day of 
Newwber, which thall be m the yeere of our Lord God 
1643- i hat then every fuch Perſon or Perſons ſo ma- 
king default,fhall tor every fuch neglect or default, by 
the ſpace of twenty dayes, forteit and loſe forty 
{ſkilingsto the ule of the poore of the ſaid Parith 
whercin ſuch detault thall be made, or if it be out of 
any Pariſh, rhcn to the uſe of the poore of ſuch Pariſh 
whole Church 1s or ſhall be neereſt to the Church, or 
Chappel), orother place of publike Prayer, where fuch 
defaulr (hail be made 2: and if defauit ſhall be made after 
the firit day of Decexzber, which ſhall be in the ſaid yeere 
1643. Then any one Juſtice of the Peace of the Coun. 
ty City, or Town where ſuch defaulr ſhall be made, up- 
on information thereotto him to be given, ſhall cauſe 
or procure the premifles to be performed accorgling to 
the Tenor of this Ordinance at the coſt and charges of 
ſuch perſon or perſons, bodies politick or corporate, 
or Inhabitants m cvery Pariſh who are appointed by 
this Ordinance to bear the fame. w 

Provided, that this Ordinance, or any thing therem 
contained, thall not extend to any Image, Picture, or 
coat of Armes in Glafle, Stone, or otherwiſe, in any 
Church, Chappell, Church-yard or place of pubike 
Prayer as aforeſaid, ſet up or graven onely for a Monu- 
ment of any King, Prince or Nobleman, or other dead 
perſon which hath not'been commonly reputed or ta- 
ten for a Saint : But thatall fuch Images, Pictures, and 
coats of Armes may ſtand and continue in like man- 
ner and forme. as if this Ordinance had never been 
wade.
